It’ll be just like “old times” when 
Count Basie, Tex Beneke and Harry 
James “invade” Disneyland for spe¬ 
cial week-long engagements during 
the Summer. Basie, known as the 
“Most Explosive Force in Jazz” will 
be at Disneyland June 28 and 29 and 
July 1-4. 

Beneke will appear July 22-27 and 
James and his band will be “on stage” 
August 27-31 and Sept. 1. 

“Disneyland After Dark” will fea¬ 
ture a nightly lineup of four bands, 
plus two specialty groups along with 
Disneyland’s famous fireworks dis¬ 
play “Fantasy in the Sky.” 

Highlighted by the nightly appear¬ 
ance of the pixie Tinkerbell who 
lights the display, “Fantasy in the 
Sky” is a regular 9 p.m. feature in the 
Magic Kingdom. 

Other “After Dark” groups include 
the Young Men From New Orleans 
with Johnny St. Cyr; the Elliott 
Brothers Orchestra with Bill and 
Lloyd Elliott at the helm, the Space 
Men Band with Kay Bell and the Fire 
House Five Plus Two. 

Clara Ward’s Original Gospel Sing¬ 
ers, a group that was greeted with 
much enthusiasm when it appeared at 
Disneyland last summer for a special 
engagement, is being brought back as 
a Disneyland “regular” during sum¬ 
mer 1963. 

Perhaps the most unique group at 
Disneyland is the exotic Royal Ta¬ 
hitians.

In Frontierland there’s the Gon¬ 
zalez Mexican Trio and the brand 
new singing waitresses at the Pepsi¬ 
Cola Golden Horseshoe “Saloon.” 

It’s here in the Golden Horseshoe 
that Slue Foot Sue, played by Miss 
Betty Taylor introduces talent remi¬ 
niscent of the “barbary coast days” 
of San Francisco. Irish Tenor Fulton 
Burley, Traveling Salesman Wally 
Boag, the Golden Horseshoe Can-Can 
girls and Miss Taylor provide a side¬ 
splitting, fun filled half hour “Revue” 
five times per day. The show has been 
a “part” of Disneyland since the Park 
opened in 1955 and it is estimated 
that this group has given more than 
11,000 performances. 

Also in Frontierland is Disney¬ 
land’s authentic Indian Village where 
true-to-life, honest-to-goodness In¬ 
dians from throughout the Great 
Southwest perform daily. Highlights 
of the show is the “Friendship Dance” 
in which youngsters are invited to 
join the Indians in performing. 

All this colorful talent combined 
with Disneyland’s countless adven¬ 
tures and attractions, like the Matter¬ 
horn Bobsleds, the Jungle River 
Cruise, the Mark Twain, the Swiss 
Family Treehouse, and the brand new 
Enchanted Tiki Room, will make the 
Summer Spectacular at Disneyland 
during 1963 the greatest ever. ijjjgj 
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An entirely new medium of three- 
dimensional entertainment will be un¬ 
veiled early this summer in Walt 
Disney’s new “Enchanted Tiki Room” 
in Disneyland. 

Called “Audio-Animatronics,” this 
unique system was developed by 
WED Enterprises Inc. for Walt Dis¬ 
ney Productions. It uses advanced 
space-age technological developments 
to produce a combination of sound 
effects, including the human voice, 
with fully synchronized movements in 
any object—trees, birds, flowers, ani¬ 
mals and even human figures. 

Walt Disney animators and art di¬ 
rectors compared the achievement to 
the introduction of sound in motion 
pictures and color for television in 
its significance to the world of enter¬ 
tainment. 

As now perfected, the system pro¬ 
vides a full range of motion for each 
figure controlled automatically by 
pre-programmed signals. This is ac¬ 
complished by using the same kind 
of tape recorders, amplifiers and 
pneumatic controls employed in space 
rocketry. 

One of the most significant ad¬ 
vancements is perfection of sound- 
activated lip-movements for the plant 
and animal characters in which sound 


impulses actually cause the figure’s 
mouth to move as he “talks.” 

The end result, as employed in the 
“Enchanted Tiki Room” is a complete 
musical fantasy with more than 200 
Audio-Animatronic performers tak¬ 
ing part. Each bird, flower and wood¬ 
en Tiki statue is given man-like char¬ 
acteristics—voice and movement. 

Stars of the show are four extraor¬ 
dinarily unceremonious masters of 
ceremony and people imitators—“The 
Four MacAudios.” Jose, Fritz, Pierre 
and Michael. In brilliant jungle 
plumage and accents of Spanish, Ger¬ 
man, French and Irish, they perform 
on golden perches just above the 
heads of the audience. 

When the “MacAudios” begin sing¬ 
ing in Calypso rhythm, it seems only 
natural for 60 other birds in the 
thatched room to join in the song. 

In the center of the room, leaping 
waters of a tropical fountain begin 
keeping time with the feathered 
rhythm. Next come the lovely ladies 
of the chorus, six white cockatoos 
named Collette. Susette. Mimi. Fifi. 
Gigi and Josephine. In snowy- 
feathered “gowns” they descend into 
the vision of the audience on a huge 
white “Birdmobile” seemingly sus¬ 
pended on the tip of a scarlet water-

spout from the fountain. 

Then four elaborately carved ca¬ 
noes filled with singing orchids drift 
into the scene—orchid petals forming 
the words of a lilting song of the 
islands. 

Climax of the shows comes in the 
dramatic “Hawaiian War Chant” 
when Tiki drummer statues suddenly 
come to life pounding out the rhythm 
while singing masks and Tiki poles 
come to life to supply the base notes 
of the jungle chorus. 

All nature seems to join the per¬ 
formance as thunder, lightning and 
rain appear outside the bamboo- 
shaded windows of the “Enchanted 
Tiki Room.” 

The Tiki Room performance will 
be presented three times each hour. 
Disneyland visitors will also see the 
Enchanted Tiki Garden which forms 
the entrance to the unique theater. 
Tiki Gods and Goddesses guard the 
gateway to the tropical enchantment 
within. 

In Walt Disney’s world of fantasy. 
“Audio-Animatronics” removes the 
two-dimensional limits of imagination 
and. as first seen in the “Enchanted 
Tiki Room” provides a whole new 
concept in entertainment for Disney¬ 
land visitors.

It is, of course, the Shrine to the 
Stars of the Entertainment Industry, 
“Movieland Wax Museum.” 

Located here in the midst of the 
“Hub of Happiness’ that also includes 
Knott’s Berry Farm and Disneyland, 
Movieland has enshrined the wax 
figures of more than 80 radio, tele¬ 
vision and motion picture stars dating 
back to the early innovations of the 
media. 

Developed by its founder Allen 
Parkinson, Movieland now has more 
than 50 movie sets featuring stars of 
both contemporary and by-gone eras. 

Plans for Movieland were being 


drawn in the mind of Parkinson when 
he visited Madame Tussaud’s famed 
museums in London in 1958. He was 
of the belief that Hollywood was in 
need of some sort of shrine for those 
who gave so much of their lives to 
the entertainment industry. He began 
collecting figures from around the 
globe—Mexico, Hong Kong, France, 
Spain—for display in the Buena Park 
Hall-of-Fame. 

Figures and sets of the stars were 
arranged (even to the point of origi¬ 
nal or authentic replicas of costumes) 
just as they appeared in their re¬ 
spective best-known scenes. 

Film fans can recall in real-life 
fashion Mary Pickford and Douglas 
Fairbanks, Sr., in “Taming of the 
Shrew,” the Marx Brothers in “Ani¬ 
mal Crackers,” “Gary Cooper in 
“High Noon,” A1 Jolson, “The Jazz 
Singer,” Rudolph Valentino, “Son of 
the Shiek.” 

Also Humphrey Bogart and Kathe¬ 
rine Hepburn in “The African 
Queen,” Marilyn Monroe, “Gentle¬ 
men Prefer Blondes,” Shirley Temple, 
“Bright Eyes,” and many, many 
more. 

Most recent additions to the Mu¬ 
seum were Lucille Ball and Desi 
Arnez in a set from their television 
show “I Love Lucy,” and Sophia 
Loren, the 18th Academy Award 
winner to be enshrined, who is shown

I’m the old Main 
Streeter. My favorite spot in Disney¬ 
land is Swift’s Market House on Main 
Street where I sit and spin yarns 
about the Magic Kingdom with all my 
friends visiting the Park from all over 
the country. . . .

Arnold Rubio, a well-known painter 
employed as a pictorial artist by 
Disneyland’s staff shop (where life¬ 
like finishing touches are put on all 
Disney animations before they are 
used in the Park) just about turned 
in his brushes recently. 

It seems that Rubio had just com¬ 
pleted a masterful painting job on 
one of the elephants for the Jungle 
River Cruise in Adventureland. It 
was the shiniest, most sparkling ele¬ 
phant ever seen. Floyd Humeston, the 
taxidermist, approached the finished 
product and to Rubio’s amazement 
tossed a bucket of dirt all over the 
new paint job . . . because as Hume¬ 
ston says: “Who ever heard of a 
shiny, sparkling elephant!” 


Carl Ritter, Disneyland’s Peter Pan, 
watched as a man walked up to the 
Mad Hatter’s Hat Shop with identical 
twin boys, about eight years old. The 
man bought two hats and had the 
boys’ names sewn on them. He told 
the Mad Hatter: “They’re my 
nephews, and I never can remember 
which is which.” 

As the man walked off, with his 
back to the twins, they quickly 
changed hats! 


Each summer more than a score 
of popular Disney characters make 
daily appearances in the Park.

Pluto is able to sign autographs 
and draw cartoons of himself, hold¬ 
ing a pencil between his paws.

Foreman 
Bud Washo happily recalled that 
Harold Wilson, a sculptor, was an 
expert in matters of Asian artifacts, 
and called to see whether he was 
available. 

Wilson wasn’t. Seems he was out 
of the country . . . searching for 
ancient ruins in Cambodia! 

Curiosity finally got the better of 
Anne Salisbury, who works at the 
Emporium on Main Street at Disney¬ 
land. On several occasions, she had 
noticed a little old man, cane in hand, 
obviously enamored with the horse- 
drawn vehicles of his boyhood days. 

Finally, Anne approached the eld¬ 
erly gentleman and asked if he was 
having fun. “Sure am,” he replied. 
“What do you like best about Disney¬ 
land?” Anne inquired. 

Said the little old man, “I can jay¬ 
walk here!” 


Disneyland’s merchandising depart¬ 
ment, seeking a colorful description 
for the items in its Main Street flower 
market, settled on the following: 
“The world’s finest natural flowers 
that are not grown by nature.” Which 
translated means that the 80 different 
varieties of scented flowers are not the 
real McCoy!
